The Social- 
ists polled 653,974 votes, the Chris- 
tian Democrats 360,829, the 
Democrats 337,477.

Reuter, pledged; they would - con- 
tinue their three-faction city coali- 
ion as a united front against Rus- 
sian aggression.
